It is alleged that 
she told Mrs. Haines, who was re­ 
cently given the money by tin* Illin ­ 
ois Central Railroad in settlement for 
the death of her husband, that she 
had been left a large esstate and that 
she desired to buy out the other heirs. 
Their shares, she is said to have told 
Mrs. Haines, would cost about $1,500. 
Mrs. Haines gave her the money and 
when her daughter heard about it the 
police were notified. 
Mrs. Humes told Mrs. Haines, it 
is said, that if she could get the 
money "he would have a comfortable 
income the rest of her life and would 
return the $1,500 as soon as she set­ 
tled with the other heirs.
